MACCORMACK AND SOULBY

NEWCASTLE, CO. DOWN, Wednesday. 
During the night rain fell heavily and 4 

wind sprung up, and the conditions 
prevailing on tae links té-day had under 
a complete and disagreeable change. hey 
did, however, make for a better test oí: golf 
and gave to the really good player a be 
over his less accomplished rival, but even Dr. 
MacCormack found it no easy matter to con- 
trol the ball in the heavy, gusty wind in the 
evening. In the end the two most finished 
golfers of the forty-one who competed sur- 
vived, and to-morrow we are assured of a 
really fine match in the 36 holes final between 
the holder, J. D. MacCormack, and D, E. 
B. Soulby, who to-day showed us that he 
has developed into a stubborn match player. 
Twice during the day he seemed a beaten 
player, but he did not break down, and he 
pulled his match, with Nicholson off at the 
nineteenth, and later prevailed over Roy 
McConneél! on the home green. 

Soulby’s match with Nicholson in the 
morning was a. somewhat réemarkablé one. 
Nicholson is a 4 handicap player at Bangor 
and has some way to go before he reaches the 
first class, but only once did he allow the 
Portmarnock representative to take the lead, 
that being at the third hole, a lead which 
he was promptly deprived of, and thereafter 
Soulby was simply struggling against some 
of the most uncanny golf that has been wit- 
nessed in a championship for years. Soulby 
did plav some poor shots, and thus gave his 
youthful opponent chances of which he was 
not slow to avail; as, for instance, at the 
fourth, where he sliced his second into $ 
bunker, and again at the ¢ighth, where he 
topped his drive; while he missed several 
comparatively short putts—an unusual thing 
for him. He: was ‘obviously upset by being 
unable to shake off his opponent, who at the 
turn had the very useful lead of two holes. | 

Nicholson effected some surprising re- 
coveries, but the most astonishing thing he 
did happened at the twelfth. ere Soulby 
hit a fine drive, and he followed it up by 
vlaying a brilliant iron shot to within five 
yerds of the flag, and a four was practically 
assured. Nicholson badly missed his tee shot, 
which did not travel 120 yards; he had to 
play out on to the fairway, and a mashie 
shot left him 100 yards from the green. He 
then played a pegew, SA jigger shot and 
appeared to top it badly, but up it went to 
the pin, to comé to rest in the hole for four, 
and so he held on to his two holes lead. 
However, Soulby squared at the fourteenth, 
but Nicholson rammed down another of his 
long putts at the sixteenth, and, with Seulby 
missing his, the Bangor lad was dormy one. 
When Soulby left himself a putt from the 
edge of the home green it looked all over, 
but he got down the putt for a win, and 
with Nicholson pulling his drive to the nine- 
teenth into the hills on the left, and Ea

MILLIONAIRES AND THE FREE 


STATE. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—It would be interesting to learn 

whether the invitation to come to live in the 
Free State, given to milliongires by the 
Minister of Finance, has been successful in 
bringing here many of the wealthy citizens of 
other nations. The men of riches in search 
of a home where life is pleasant and not too 
exacting will find that the Minister catérs 
for them both in life and death; for hé offers 
them substantial inducements in the shape of 
reductions of super-tax and estate duty. 
. What the reduced rates embodied in the 
Finance Bill mean in terms of money may be 
illustrated if we take the case, say, of a multi- 
millionaire, whose estate of £5,000,000 gives 
him an annual income of £250,000. The re- 
duction of the highest super-tax rate from ós. 
in the £ to 4s. 6d. in the £ lessens hie burden 
of taxation by £17,000 every year, while the 
decrease in the highest rate from 40 per cent. 
to 25 per cent. lowers the amount of estaté 
duty payable on his death from £2,000,000 to 
£1,250,000 if the whole of the duty is payable 
in the Free State. 

One reason for the Minister’s desire to 
attract persons of wealth to settle in the 
Free State is obvious, whén we consider that 
the amount to be paid in direct taxation by 
our multi-millionaire might reach the sum of 
£100,000 per annum. if the Minister’s quest 
is successful, the advent of a few millionaires 
to the Free State will givé him an oppor- 
tunity of effecting further reductions in taxa- 
tion. A reduction in incomé tax would meet 
with popular approval, enuring, as it would, 
to the benefit of so many classés of people

The first efforts of the St. Barnabas Public 
Utility Society were devoted to the erection in 
1921 of ten dwellings at the West road.

In 1922 the society erected an additional 

roup of twenty -six houses, and at present 
our more are in course of erection, while 
tender forms are out for the construction of 
sixty-two further houses. 

The first ten houses erected cost £1,100 
per dwelling, the next twenty-six cost £900 
each, and the four in course of erection are to 
cost £600 each. 

These houses are all of the five-roomed type, 
containing livingroom, parlour, three bed. 
rooms, scullery, bathroom, hot and cold water,

CONCRETE HOUSES.

Experiments in concrete houses are parti- 
cularly worth. noting at a time when there 
is a scarcity of bricks. Eighty houses are just 
being completed for the Oxford Cor- 
peso at the very low price of £280 each. 

hese are non-parlour houses, but they have 
three bedrooms and a-cupboard bath is fitted 
in the scullery. These are not, the first. con- 
crete houses to be built for the Oxford Cor- 
poration; some have been erected for three 
years. They are found to be quite dry, and 
it is stated that not a single complaint has 
been received from a tenant., The’ construc- 
tion is of concrete blocks of two types—gravel 
concrete externally and breeze internally. 
Oxford district is said to be peculiarly suit- 
able for concrete building owing to the abund- 
ance of suitable material for aggregate.

WOMAN ARCHITECT, 


Labour-saving cottages, where nearly 
everything is done wy electricity, have just 
keen erected near %wt Hoathly, in the heart 
of peaceful Sussex. They have been de- 
signed and built by Mrs. Annabel Dott, wife 
of the rector of Barnes, Middlesex. 

In Grey Wood she has erected 17 cottages 
which have their own power station, electric 
light, electric laundry, electric washer-up, 
refrigerating plant, communal bakehouse, 
electric irons, and electric kettles. 

Nine of the cottages are in one quadrangle, 
and these have the advantage of a central hot 
water supply. Although the houses have the 
latest labour-saving devices they have a de- 
lightful old-fashiona!l appearance, with 
thatched roofs and panelled roomy 

Mrs. Dott engaged the carpenters, brick- 
layers, and other workers, and acted as clerk 
of works. | 

The cottages in the quadrangle have an 
old manor house atmosphere, with a large 
living-room, about 30ft. lent, with oak floor, 
panelled walls, and stone mullion windows. 
Besides the living-room they have a small 
dining-room, three to four bedrooms, a bath- 
room, and kitchenette.

MODERN TRANSPORT. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

Civilisation has always been the close com- 
panion of roads. Thus, in Peru, the 
great road: built by the Incas were a feature 
of. their remarkable civilisation. 
Roman civilisation, though it has long since 
vanished,. has.left a monument to its greatness 
in the wonderful system of roads which can 
still be traced through Great Britain and 
many parts of Europe. In many places 
whole stretches of these roads remaimr intact. 
and where this is not the case their probable 
course can often be traced by the position of 
parish boundaries which they formed in 
ancient times. 
' Another method of tracing these roads is 
offered by the fact that. viewed from an 
aeroplane, their course is indicated by a 
darker shade of the grass. The most 
remarkable feature of these roads is their 
| straightness, a quality essential to. the 
Romans, sinve th. ambush is not, as many 
| Irishmen might believe, a modern invention. 
Many of the old Roman highways were broken 
up to provide material for the turnpike roads 
when that system was introduced in 1665 
Although few turnpike gates were erected in 
Ireland, the roads here were for over a 


century better than those in England. 
THE MACADAM ROAD. 


When, however, early in the 18th century, 
Macadam introduced his method of road con- 
struction, English roads were greatly im- 
proved. This famous Scot Slated ion the use 
of stones of uniform size for construction and 
“ag and lessened excessive camber—a 
relic of Roman construction. His system. 
mainly owing to bad foundations, was not so 
successful in this country, particularly in the 
cities of Dublin and Belfast. 

The fact that nearly one-seventh of the sur- 
face of Ireland is bogland added greatly to 
the difficulty. of our road-making. In_ this 
connection it is interesting to compare the 
method adopted in such cases in Ireland with 
the. Roman system. The latter consisted of 
laying down a stout ‘wooden framework 
“YR with reeds, over which the road. was 
aid, 

In this country brushwood, heather or sods, 
covered with clay, over which was placed 
another layer of brushwood at right angles te 
the first, was the usual foundation. A 
curious development arose out of the con- 
struction of these roads. The Irish peasants, 
being dependent on turf for fuel, took their 
supplies from the borders of the roads. ‘so 
that in time the latter became unsteady. and 


GOOD ROADS ESSENTIAL. 


If Ireland's civilisation is to be judged by 
her roads, the verdict cannot be favourable 
Bad roads will always form an insuperable 
obstacle to the development of the country. 
A proof of this is recalled by the recent 
death of Lord Pirrie, who some fifteen years 
ago was concerned in a scheme to benefit 
agriculture by -the introduction of a great 
motor transport system throughout the 
country. This excellent project had to be 
dropped owing to the bad condition of the 
vend. 

Ireland is struggling to revive her language, 
her culture and her games—in short, her 
ancient civilisation. Surely we may hope that 
the authorities will recognise that good roads 
are an essential factor of true civilisation. 


“ROAD CONSTRUCTION AND 
MAINTENANCE.” 

“ Road Construction and Maintenance’”’ is 
the subject of a lecture to be delivered in the 
Theatre Royal, Dublin, next Thursday, June 
26, by Mr. J. 8. Killick, who was County 
Surveyor of Hertfordshire, Chief Engineer 
and Deputy. Director of Roads, Ministry of 
Transport, London, and British Government 
delegate to the International Roads Caite 

Tha lecture has been arranged by the Roya: 
Dublin Sociaty, and the Governor-General has 
intimated his intention of being present. 

Mr. Kijlick’s visit is of particular interes* 
in view of the fact that the Government pro- 
poses to give more practical assistance to the 
maintenance of the highways of the Frec 
State, rural transport having become a inatter 
cof first-rate importance. 

Modern methods ef locomotion have made 
increased demands on those who control the 
upkeep of the roads, and provision has to 
be made for heavy motor lorries and motor 
cars generally. Improved transport facilities

DUBLIN.

WIDE APPROACH ROAD INTO CITY. 

For many years past Liverpool! has laboured 
under the disadvantage of a lack of wide 
and efhcient means of approach to her busy 
port and commercial centre, and this will at 
least be obviated to a certain extent when 
the much improved roadway between Liver- 

ol and Prescot is an accomplished fact. 
Although the road does not form any part of 
the scheme of arterial. main roads which 
has been evolved by the City Engineer of 
Liverpool, Mr. J. A. Brodie, it will form 
a link with the greatly improved roads which 
have come into being in the city during the 
past: twenty years under the aegis of Mr. 
Brodie, who is probably one of the foremost 
road makers. in the country. 

The road in question was formerly some- 
what of. a zig-zag nature, with many sharp 
turns in it, connecting up Liverpool from the 
city boundary with Prescot, via Knotty Ash. 
It has now beén made much more useful and 
accessible for heavy traffic by the straighten- 
ing out. of many of these turns, and easing 
the gradients in such a way as to provide a 
valuable main thoroughfare. 

An arrangement has been made between the 
Liverpool Corporation, the Lancashire County 
Council, and the Ministry of Transport, by 
which the ‘Liverpoo! Corporation have re- 
moved the tramways from the surface of the 
road, and have constructed a double line of 
track laid on clinker ballast and sleepérs, 
the tramway track being fenced off from the 
roadway by a privet hedge and light wire 
fencing. 

The new road, apart from the tram track, 
is 45 feet wide, with a footway 15 feet in 
width, and a carriage way has been con- 
structed throughout with a concrete founda- 
tion and paved with granite setts. The cost 
of the tramway track construction has been 
borne by the Liverpool. Corporation, with 
some assistance from the Ministry of Trans- 
port, as a work for the unemployed, whilst 
the carriage way and footpath have been car- 
ried out at the expense of the Lancashire 
County Council with the’ usual 50 per cent. 
of cost contribution made by the Ministry of 
Transport to unemployed works, 

120 FEET WIDE. 

The Corporation of Liverpool have under- 
taken to purchase the necessary width of 
land so that this road may be constructed to 
a width of 120 feet, when the traffic is suffi- 
cient to require this additional width, and 
this, of course, will be the duty of the 
Lancashire County Council or other Road 
Authority at that time in existence. 

The City Engineer of Liverpool, who was 
approached on the matter by our Liverpool 
representative, said that the system of con- 
struction was ‘one which has been largely 
adopted throughout the country, and was dis- 
tinctly a good one. Liverpool, he said, 
really needed three or four such approach 
roads to lead the traffic into the city and 
port, and though this road wouid probably 
not be a main road when the whole scheme 
was completed, it was a road which would be 
of the greatest assistance in bringing about 
the facility of speedy inter-connection be-

The Building Research Board, according to 
the Report of the Research Department, was 
formed in 1920 to consider and direct the 
conduct of research on building materials 
and methods of construction. For this 
purpose a research station at Acton was 
established in July, 1921, and since that 
time this station has been in full opera- 
tion. Having regard to the immediate 
importance of the housing question, the 
efforts of the Board at first were directed 
to research into building materials and 
methods of construction suitable for small 
houses. But the Board has considered that 
its most useful function lay in fundamental 
research, and, with this. end in view, the 
work has fallen naturally into two cate- 
gories: (a) fundamental research of an 
almost purely scientific nature, and (b) the 
attack of practical problems where economic 
situations enter or are even paramount. 

Dr. Stradling was appointed as a member 
of the staff of the Technical College, Brad- 
ford, in August, 1922. Bince he has entered 
upon his office in that College he has been 
responsible for the direction of the whole of 
the work of the Department of Civil Enpi: 
neering. Architecture; and Building. He has 
remodelled almost entirely the full-time and 
part-time courses in the College.

WORLD POWER CONFERENCE 
AT: WEMBLEY. 


JUNE 30 TO JULY 12. 


The Conference on World Power. at 
Wembley, which will be held from June 30 to 
July 12, ‘has been organised by the British 
Electrical and Allied Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation largely with the object of pooling 
world opinion on the subject of power and 
of discussing its economic, industrial, and 
political possibilities. In every country there 
is a wealth of power-producing agents, and 
each country has its own peculiar contribution 
to make to their study and development. 
The conference exists to co-ordinate all that 
information, to investigate national achieve- 
ments and organise international advance.

power development. Thus nations which, like 
Italy and Norway, have made enormous use 
of a special type of water resources to pro:

obtained. Denmark and Holland relate what 
use they make of wind; Sweden tells of ad- 
vanced education in engineering; India dis- 
cusses water storage; Great Britain has Sir 

Arthur Duckham to speak about the in- 
dustrial use of gas. 

IRELAND'S INTEREST IN WATER 

POWER SCHEMES. 

Of special interest to Irish engineers will be 
the schemes which are to be described by M. 
Largiader, of the Association of Swiss Elec- 
tricians. 

The development of Swiss water-power 1s 
easily the most striking example of the 
triumph of mechanical science over the most 
inhospitable forces of nature. What were 
until very recent years the sources of both 
Swiss poverty and ‘independence now promize 
to be the chief asset of the thrifty people. 
Alpine torrents, unnavigable rivers, and 
mountain lakes have béen harnessed to sup- 


‘ply light and power to the most inaccessible 


parts. 

Under the energetic supervision of the 
Federal Government the internal distribution 
of “while coal’’ power has gone very far, and 
the intention is to extend the large central 
eircuit which connects with all the Swiss 
power stations by linking it up with the sys- 
tems of France, Germany, and _ Italy, to 
which countries Switzerland is already a 
large exporter of energy. 

It is in connection with these schemes that 
the obliteration of many famous spots dear to 
the heart of tourists will be necessary, and 
some portions of the St. Gothard Railway 
and of Napoleon's road over the Alps will 
need to be reconstructed. 

The motive power of Switzerland grew

Anfarresting building is to be found in the 
Eastern Section, outer circle, between the 
British Government Pavilion at Wembley and 
the Giant Switchback. “It is the “ All Metal” 
building erected by Messrs. Frederick Braby 
and Co., Ltd., of London and Glasgow, from 
the design of Mr, Braxton Sinclatr, F.R.1.B.A. 
This firm conceived the idea of erecting an

The Boundary- Crisis. 

President Cosgrave’s statement in Dail 
Fireann yesterday had the negative virtue 
that it did not aggravate the boundary 
problem. The President's position is ex- 
ceedingly difficult. On the one hand, 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald is * pleading for 
new “explorations.” . On the other hand, 
Mr. Cosgrave’s more ‘impatient followers 
are urging him to ‘‘cut-the cackle” and 
to. come to the Boundary Commission 
without further delay. Waiting ex- 
pectantly at the back of these impatient 
persons are others who seek to use the 
boundary question as an instrument for 
the destruction. of the Free State. The 
motion to which the President spoke yes- 
terday was, in effectp a vote of censure 
upon his Government's handling of the 
recent negotiations. His defence, made in 
measured ‘and careful terms, was entirely 
convincing. and ought to satisfy moderate 
men-of all parties. The. Free State 
Government holds firmly by Article XII. 
of the Treaty, demands an exact interpre- 
tation of it, and desires that the Boundary 
Commission shall be constituted and shall 
get to work without a moment’s avoidable 
delay. It is not «prepared, however,’ to 
provoke. a dangerous crisis by rash or un- 
timely action: It recogriises that the 
British. Government also has difficulties, 
and it does not challenge that Govern- 
ment’s right to consult the Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council on matters 
which do not concern the interpretation of 
the Treaty, President Cosgrave refuses, 
therefore, to impose a time limit on a 
Government whose anxiety’ for a real 
settlement of the boundary issue is mani- 
festly sincere. The Chairman of the 
Boundary Commission has been appointed, 
and, ‘pending the decision of the Judicial 
Committee, there is only one matter of 
procedure upon which. the British Prime 
Minister and President Cosgrave find 
themselves in disagreement. The former 
proposes that before the Commission 
is, fully constituted. the. Chairman, Dr. 
John. MacNeill, and a. representative 
of Northern Ireland shall join in 
preliminary searches for a settlement 
by agreement.. President Cosgrave objects 
that the policy of conference has been 
tried and found wanting, and desires 
that Mr. Justice Feetham and Dr. Mac- 
Neill shall clear the way for the Oom- 
mission by taking steps to ascertain the 
wishes of the pedple in the disputed 
areas. The President's proposal is quite 
legitimate, but contains an element of real 
danger. We fear that however tactfully 
the Chairman and Dr. MacNeill should 
set about their business, passions would be 
stirred on the border that might ruin any 
prospect of a. settlement by agreement. 
The President himself has not dismissed 
such a prospect, He declares that he is 
willing at all times to consider any repre 
sentations which ‘would offer hope of a

unity. Europe’s whole tendency, he in- 
sisted, was to raise tariff walls instead of 
lowering them, and every day British 
manufacturers were finding new obstacles 
in their path. Furthermore, conditions in 
this respect were likely to become worse 
with the progress of time, because a re- 


formidable rival of British trade than the 
Europe of pre-war days. Mr. Baldwin, 
therefore, urged the Government to 
devélop the Dominion markets to the best 
of its ability, and asserted that this end 
could be achieved only through the 
medium of preferential tariffs. His ideal, 
he ayowed, was an Empire in which every 
constituent part would offer free trade to 
all the other parts, while the Empire, as 
a whole, would build a common tariff wall 
against the remainder of the world on the 


That ideal, he urged, could be achieved 
far more quickly than the ideal of inter- 
nationalism in Europe. 

The first resolution was defeated by the 
narrow margin of six votes, and even four 
Liberal supporters would have turned the 
scale. Mr. Asquith, however, has made a 
fetish of Free Trade and ignores altogether 
the fact that the Great War played havoc 
with all the Cobdenite theories. The four 
resolutions of the Imperial Conference he 
denounced as “ an attenuated, emasculated, 
anemic and even apocryphal version of the 
full-blooded gospel of Imperial Prefer- 
ence.’ Every unit of the Common- 
wealth, he argued, enjoys fiscal autonomy, 
and its first duty is towards its own 
citizens. Therefore, as Protection in any 
shape or form would not benefit England, 
Imperial Preference must be rejected. The 
Imperialist subordinates the insular point 
of view to that of the Empire as a whole, 
but Mr. Asquith and those who follow 
him in the House of Commons—with the 
notable exception of Mr. Lloyd George, 
who did not attend at Westminster yester- 
day—seem to be quite unable to look 
round the corner of the twentieth century. 
Their eyes are glued on the Gladstonian 
period when the term “ British Empire” 
had much the same meaning as the term 
“French Empire ’’ has to-day. We are no 
lovers of Protection as an economic 
panacea, and recognise clearly that the 
British people will not have it; but there 
is a vast difference between Protection and 
Imperial Preference, and the advantages 
of the latter are so mamhold that its re- 
jection by a British Parliament is almost 
inexplicable. 

The die has been cast, and now the 
consequences must be faced. At present 
all the Dominions and India buy the 
great mass of their imports from Great 
Britain. In 1922 Australia alone took no 
less than £10,000,000 worth of manu- 
factured goods from British exporters. 
Naturally enough, they all expect that 
if they buy goods from Britain, she will 
take their products in return, and, in 
order to be able. to compete successfully 
with rival countries nearer to the British 
market, they demand some kind of prefer- 
ence frgm His Majesty’s Government. If 
they cannot get that preference, they will 
be forced to seek it elsewhere. As Mr. 
Baldwin said very truly, no question of 
pique is involved. The Dominions are 
confronted with hard economic facts which 
cannot be evaded. They must live. 
Hitherto they have been perfectly loyal 
to the British connection, sacrificing much 
for their kinship and glorying in their 
partnership with Britain and the other 
Dominions. If Britain, however, pro- 
poses now to leave them in the lurch, 
they must fend for themselves, with 
results that. cannot fail to do much 
damage to the mother country and 
to the Empire as a whole. Matters 
of Imperial policy should be above the 
ordinary squabbles of domestic politics, 
and we are inclined to think that the 
leaders of all three parties in the House o! 
Commons made a mistake in dragging the 
problem of Preference into the arena of 
political controversy. Parliament, how- 
ever, is supreme, and last ‘night’s verdict 
must stand for the ‘ne being; but 
we fear that Messrs. Asquith and Mac- 
donald will have occasion yet to rue their 
devotion to a political shibboleth. 


Indian Discontents. 


Preparations for the meeting of the 
Third International at Riga are well 
advanced, and the Communist leaders, 
angered by Mr. Ramsay Macdonald’s ad- 
herence to “ Britain’s traditional policy ”’ 
in India are laying plans for an agitation 
in that country. The creed of Communism 
is particularly ill-suited to India, but the 
“wild men” will find a wide-spread dis- 
content that may further their schemes. 
The agitation against British rule in India 
is fostered by an embarrassingly large 
number of leaders with a noticeable lack 
of any definite policy, and this fact makes 
the activity of Mr. C. R. Das in Bengal 
the more dangerous. While the murder of 
Mr.\ Day is recognised generally as a 
serious outrage, Mr. Das gives his support 
to the Sirajgunj resolution in praise of 
the crime. He declares that the vast 
majority of Indians feel proud of the 
murderer “‘because of his readiness to 
suffer for what he considered to be the 
interests of his country.” These wicked. 
words may have a disturbing effect on the 
more ignorant and headstrong adherents 
of Indian freedom. Mr. Gandhi, the

If 
Mr. Das’s incentive to violence is followed, 
he must take full responsibility for the 
results. Before India is capable of turn-

men have won in the past. The supply of 
doctors in the country exceeds the 
demand, and many of our most promising 
graduates have been compelled to seek 
employment abroad. Conditions ought to 
be made sufficiently attractive to ensure 
the services of the highly qualified men 
whom the country requires so urgently. 
The establishment of a separate Medical 
Council for the Free State or ill-considered 
economy at the expense of dispensary 
doctors’ pensions might have disastrous 
effects, from which the whole nation would 
suffer no less than the medical profession. 
Dispensary doctors have done good public 
service—witness Senator O'Sullivan’s esti- 
mate of over a million cases attended 
annually. They must not be made the 
victims of a false economy. The import- 
ance of the nation’s health must not be 
obscured by. political issues, however 
pressing, if Ireland is to achieve the 
destiny to which she aspires.

PREFERENCE AND 
_ EMPIRE. 


CLOSE DIVISIONS ON MR. 
BALDWIN'S RESOLUTIONS. 


From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT, 
WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

The attendance in the House of Commons 
this afternoon was fairly good 

The Minister of Labour informed Sir 
Kingsley Wood that it was not the intention 
of the Government to institute an inquiry 
into the circumstances which led to the recent 
lightning strike on the London electric rail- 
ways. Sir Kingsley Wood asked if the 
Minister of Labour did not think that the 
public was entitled to know the circum- 
stances. Mr. Shaw replied that, as certain 
constitutional negotiations between the Unions 
and the railway companies were about to take 
pt on these matters, he thought ‘it was 

ighly undesirable to attempt to institute an 
inguiry until the results of the discussions 
were known. 

Mr. Snowden stated that the Government 

reed with the German Government to 
extend the existin arrangement by which ‘he 
levy under the German Reparations Recovery 
Act was paid at 5 per cent. until the date 
of the coming into force of the recommen- 
dations of the Expert Committee's report. 

To-night’s debate on the Imperial Prefer- 
ence resolutions was on a decidedly higher 
level than that of yesterday, and the House 
had the advantage of listening to the views 
of the leaders of all three parties before 
dinner. 

Mr. Baldwin opened with a somewhat stolid 
speech, in which he urged that Preference in 
some form was absolutely essential in the in- 
terests of trade and tl« general welfare of 
the people, The only markets, he said, 
which were really open to us were those of the 
Dominions, and they ought to be secured, not 
by treaties, but by preference. To-night’s 
decision, therefore, would be of profound and 
far-reaching importance. ‘It is matkets we 
want,' he observed, ‘‘ and my own ideal has 
always been an Empire which will have 
free trade within its boundaries, but with a 


tariff for revenue only round the outside of | 


the ring. 

There were cries of dissent and some ironical 
cheering when Mr. Baldwin, replying to the 
argument that had been advanced, that the 
electors had refused to give a mandate for 
preference, maintained that the general elec- 
tion had nothing to do with the matter. The 
resolutions came within our own existing fiscal 
system, and, so far as he could see, the first 
four of them, at any rate, ought not to touch 
the susceptibilities of the most confirmed Free 
Traders in the slightest degree. The point he 
desired to impress most strongly on the minds 
of members generally was that the rejection 
of these resolutions would imperil the future 
of the whole Empire. 

Mr. Asquith, who followed, was in rather a 
merry mood, and he chaffed the Conservative 
leader upon attaching an exaggerated import- 
ance to these resolutions and upon having 
underestimated the verdict of the country 
upon them. With all the best will in the 
world, Mr. Asquith said, he was unable to 
flog himself into a state of excitement over 
these resolutions, about which there was an 
air of unreality and even triviality. This talk 
about the rejection of the resolutions im- 
perilling the Empire! What a conception 
people must have of the solidity of the 
toundation and bonds of Empire! If the 
truth were known, these resolutions were an 
attenuated, anemic and even hypocritical 
version of the full-blooded gospel of. Imperial 
preference. 

TWO PROPOSITIONS. 

He proceeded to state that he should vote 
against all the resolutions, not because he 
conceived they could do any harm, 
bat because, in his view, they would 
not be of the slightest advantage to the 
Empire. He concluded by laying down two 
propositions. The first was that, in our free 
self-governing Empire every constituent part 
was free to deal with its fiscal problems as it 
chose in the interests of its own people; and 
the second, that. in a democratic community 
they should refrain from arrangements which 
fettered their future fiscal freedom. 

Then came the Prime Minister, who de- 
clared that the advocates of Imperial Pre- 
ference were fallaciously assuming that the 
Dominions expected us to alter our whole 
fiscal system. Nothing was farther from the 
facts, and his own view was that the ideal 
outlined by Mr. Baldwim would not be ad- 
vanced a single step by the adoption of these 
resolutions. No doubt to-morrow morning. 
continued Mr, Macdonald, I shall be repre- 
sented as having turned a cold shoulder to 
our Colonies, while going out of my way to 
oblige Russia. That charge,’ he continued, 
was absolutely untrue. 

Mr. Macdonald took point by point the 
in favour of Imperial 
Preference, and could find nothing in them 
which could possibly induce him to vote for 
the resolutions. He personally believed the 
resolutions would impose a burden on the 
people at home, which would, as years went 
on, become less and less tolerable. 

Mr. H, A. L. Fisher, from the Liberal 
benches, was prepared to support the first 
three resolutions, which did not, as it seemed 
to him, impose any additional burdens upon 
the consumers of this country. 

CHANCELLOR’S OPPOSITION. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer advanced 
many reasons why it was not desirable to 
adopt any or all of the resolutions, but his 
main objection was that their acceptance 
would tie the hands of future Chancellors of 
the Exchequer when considering remissions 
of taxation. Another consideration was that 
this issue, whenever it had been placed before 
the electors, had invariably been rejected. 

Commenting upon the absence of Mr. Llovd 
George, the Chancellor feared‘ that the right 
hon. gentleman had been lured, he would not 
say into inconsistency, but into passive in- 
activity during this debate. According to 
information that had reached him, Mr. Lloyd 
George was paired in support of some of the 
resolutions. If that were so, the 
right hon. gentleman apparently had 
changed the view he expressed little 
more than six months ago, and, after 
all, believed that perhaps the Empire might 
be saved by a tax on tinned crabs. When 
the laughter which this sally evoked had 
ceased Mr. Snowden went on: “I am 
surprised that anyone on our side of the 
House should have been beguiled by the 
apparent innocence of the first four resolu- 
tions; those who vote for these resolutions 
will inevitably commit the country to a 
general Protective Tariff.”’ 

Mr. Austen Chamberlain was in merry mood 
when he wound up the debate for the 
Opposition. He had a dig at Mr. Asquith, 
one at the Prime Minister, a few shrewd hits 
at the Chancellor of the Exchequer, and a 
joke at the expense of the Colonial Secretary, 
who, he said, in dealing with this question, 
was about as easy as a lobster in a pot, with 
its claws tied up. The Prime Minister 
evidently felt that he had an ungracious task ; 
but the Chancellor of the Exc equer had a 
disagreeable task, and he loved doing it. Mr. 
Chamberlain paid a tribute to the courageous 
action taken by Mr. Lloyd George on this 
question, and then passed on to Mr. Asquith, 
who, he observed, amid loud laughter, is, like 
myself, a married man. Would he offer as a 
proof of his affection the observation: ‘‘ My 
dear, my heart is as open to you as to all the 
world ?”’ 

The first resolution, which exempts Empire 
produced dried fruits from import duty, was 
rejected by 278 votes to 272. e result was 
received with loud Opposition cheers. 

The second resolution, which further reduces 
the duty on Empire grown tobacco, was 
defeated by 284 votes to 271. 

A third division resulted in the defeat of 
the resolution, making reductions in the duty 
on Empire wines, by 285 votes to 268. 

The fourth resolution—in favour of a ten- 
year preference for Colonial sugar—was re- 
jected by 283 votes to 263.

Mr, Baldwin announced that in view of the 
decision of the House he would not move 
the remaining resolutions.

COMPULSION AND THE SCHO)PLS 
A REPLY TO THE MINISTRY. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMKS. 

Sin,—I venture to offer some remarás on 
the statement published this morning in’ your 
columns from the Free State Ministry of 
Education. As the new Rules and Regulations 
for Intermediate. education were only 
published last week and contain many new 
oints for careful reflection, there has not yet 
Sais time for any considered criticism to be 
made by the teachers’ organisations. But as 
a statement has been issued by the Ministry, 
which is, I think, likely to be misleading, 
some immediate comment seems necessary to 
prevent public misunderstanding. 

(1) It is a matter for regret that Catholic 
and Protestant schools should be, put into 
separate categories. This never occurred 
under the old Board, and it is an omen of bad 
augury for the commencement of the new 
system. What is required is a secondary 
education good and sound for the whole 
country, and, if it is not good for Protestants, 
it will not be good for Catholics, and vice 
versa, 

(2) It is stated that there is little in the 
argument that Protestant schools will be 
penalised, since most of them teach Irish at 

resent, and all of them, it is assumed, per- 
bui correctly, will do so in a few years’ 
time. That, however, as the Ministry should 
know, is not the point. Schools will willingly 
provide teaching of the Irish language for all 
who wish it, but the Ministry's regulations 
seem to contemplate the teaching of Irish to 
all Intermediate pupils up to the age of 16. 
They certainly contemplate that from 1928 no 
student will be able to obtain the Intermediate 
certificate without passing an examination in 
Irish. The point plainly then is this; Will 
schools, otherwise admittedly mecessary and 
excellent, suffer financially if they do not 
present and pass a large number of pupils in 
this examination? For, whether the Ministry 
realise it or not, the schools are the servants 


of the public, both in the buair, Irish 


and in all other subjects. This brings me 
to my third remark. : 

(3) The Ministry's argument on compulsory 
subjects is not apropos: an educatignal in- 
stitution cannot run ahead of public lotion 
The compulsory subjects referred to were all 
made such with the. general support of 
educated people as good for education. When 
Irish has obtained that genera] support, no 
defence or advocacy of it will be necessary. 
The Ministry’s own statement proves that this 
position has not been reached. The| parents 
who pay~the greater. part of. the exppnses of 
their children’s education must first |be per- 
suaded of the advantage of compulsoiy Irish. 
Otherwise they will not send them} to the 
Intermediate schools. 

(4) The statement also‘ makes great play 
with the three school years’ notice that is 
being given. This is, perhaps, an oversight, 
as it is not possible for the schools now to 
make any reorganisation for the coming year 
1924-25 in their teaching staffs such as will be 
necessary if Irish is to be taught to all pupils. 
There are at least two serious difficulties to 
face even if it were possible. It is not pos- 
sible. because to reorganise the school staff 
for this rós would mean replacing some 
teachers by others competent to teach Irish, 
and this cannot be done for the coming year, 
even if it were fair, as it is too late to give 
the required three months’ notice. The two 
difficulties are these: (1) where are we at 
present to get suitable teachers of Irish 
In adequate numbers for our ‘schools? 
(2) Irish cannot be added to the regular school 
curriculum without displacing some other 
standard subject. Which is it to be-—Science, 
French, Latin? The choice requires con- 
sideration. However, it cannot be made at 
present, as we have commitments to our own 
present staffs. 

(5) May 1 make a complaint or two? The 


that ‘‘it is intended that the programme for 
1924-25 shall be published as early as possible 
in the coming school year (1923-24)."" It has 
not been published until the very end of the 
school ear, when the school staffs are broken 
up and dispersed. It requires much careful 
thought and consultation, which ‘cannot be 
given to it. Lastly, there is a very grave 
grievance to the schools in the introduction 
of the new reformed system without increased 
financial provision either for the schools or for 
the ee On this there are no two 
opinions,— Yours, etc., J. T i.

CRAIG-COLLINS PACT.

Craig Pact in January, 1922; and, indeed, 
the Government of Ireland Act, 1920, itself 
provided for the variation of the constitution 
of the Council, by identical legislation of the 
two Parlaments contemplated by that Act. 

Apart from any criticism of the constitution 
of the Council of Ireland under the Act of 
1920, it was absolutely clear after the Treaty 
was made some variations in its constitution 
must be made, because there was no longer a 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland (necessary, e.g., 
for Section 2 (2) of the Act of 1920), or a 
Joint Exchequer Board (required for the pur- 
poses of Section 10 (5)) and some alternatives 
to them with legislative sanction became 
necessary, 

Moreover, General Collins had always been 
dissatisfied with the mode of constituting the 
Council as it stood in the Act of 1920, and 
(as appears by the Pact) he had discussed 
the matter with Sir James Craig, for the 
purpose of arriving at the constitution of the 
Council of Ireland by agreement, which, rest- 
ing On agreement, would be able to function 
with success. 


NOT SEEKING SHELTER. 


A great many things happened between 
January and November of 1922, and, worst of 
all, General Collins had been killed. I hope 
the Dail will acquit me.of an ulterior motive 
in introducing. the name of the late General 
Collins. I am not doing so for the purpose 
of any excuse or explanation. I am not in- 
cluding the fact of the original agreement 
between the late General Collins and Sir 
James Craig for the purpose of substantiating 
my case. It is now my own responsibility. 
If there was an error or mistake in the policy 
of the late General Collins in January, 1922, 
I have no desire to shelter myself. Lf the 
action of the Provisional Government in the 
arrangement entered into between the three 
Governments in November, 1922, were blame- 
able, I accent it, and accept the fullest re- 
sponsibility for it. 

But I cannot suppress the fact that due 
and ample notice was given to the country 
in the first instance regarding this proposal 
so far back as January, 1922, and subse- 
quently by the Press in November, 1922. No 
further progress had been made in evolving 
satisfactory proposals for the Constitution of 
the Council of Ireland. 

One proposa] had been mooted and received 


Executive Council and the Belfast Cabinet 
with a view to joint action on the matters 
‘within the purview of the Council of Ireland. 


DIFFICULTIES. 


The idea of joint action by the two Govern- 
ments was an attractive one, but in order to 
make it effective it would be necessary to 
work out the administrative machinery 
through which it would operate and the mode 
of meeting its financial obligations. 

The position at the time of the passing of 
the Constitution was that the original Con- 
stitution of the Council of Ireland had been 
admitted to be defective when it came to 
putting it into operation; it had been recog- 
nised that the Constitution of the Council 


could, and should, be modified so as to make 


it a real and actually operative instrument of 
government within its limited sphere ; and no 
progress could be made in the matter without 
appropriate financial arrangements. Further, 
it was essential that while the Council of Ire- 
land should, if possible, be continued it was 
apparent that the setting up of the Saorstat 
with unlimited powers within its own terri- 
tory restricted the powers of the Council as 
contemplated by the Act of 1920. 

It was necessary to get the Constitution 
of the Saorstat established. It was desirable 
to ke ear the question of how the Council 
of ie was to made real and effective.. 
Therefore, the Provisional Government 
assented to a suggestion which was embodied 
in the Act of the British Parliament known 
as the Irish Free State (Conseqentia] Provi- 
sions) Act, Clause á of the Second Schedule— 
an Act which, while still in its bill stage, re- 
ceived every publicity, as I have shown, and 
must have been familiar to every member of 
the Dail. As a matter of fact, on 27th 
November the Dail was not in session. It 
came into session on 28th November while the

Mr. Hughes declares that Congress 1s 
wholly within its rights in enacting the law, 
and that the new statute is mandatory upon 
the Executive branch of the Governrwent, 
leaving no latitude for the exercise of discre- 
tion in carrying out its provisions. 

“The provision which is called into ques- 
tion,’’ says Mr. Hughes, ' does not greatly 
differ in practical operation from the under- 
standing with Japan embodied in the 
‘Gentlemen's Agreement,’ under which the 
Japanese Government co-operated with the 
United States in preventing the immigration 
of Japanese labourers into this country.” 

Expressing his appreciation of the fact that 
the Japanese supported the carrying out of 
this long-established policy of the United 
States, Mr. Hughes remarks :—‘‘ Indeed, the 
appropriateness of this policy, which was not 
evinced from any lack of esteem for the 
Japanese people, their character and their 
achievements has been confirmed, rather than 
questioned, by the voluntary action of your 
Government in aiding its execution.”” Mr. 
Hughes declared that the substantial differ- 
ence between the present law and the 
““gentlemen’s agreement’’ lies in what Presi- 
dent Coolidge described, when he signed the 
law, as the determination of Congress to 
exercise _‘‘its prerogative in defining, by 
legislation, the control of immigration, in- 
stead of leaving it to international arrange- 
ment.’’

IRISH MEDICAL 
PROFESSION. - 


MOMENTOUS PROBLEMS 
REGISTRATION AND 
PUBLIC SERVICES. . 


Dr. W. O'Sullivan, member of the Free 
State Senate, presided at the annual meetin 
of the Irish Medical Association in the Roya 
College uf Surgeons, Dublin, yesterday. 

Dr. O'Sullivan said that the Irish medical 
profession would be faced this year with 
momentous problems. He was convinced that 
an ill-treated body, like the great majority of 
Irish medical practitioners, was a poor 
national asset, and. in critical times, was 
bound to fall short of the demands of the 
occasion. 

At the moment there were being discussed 
different matters of much concern to the Irish 
medical profession. One of these was the 
aga of medical legislation, and another 
the question whether or not there should be 
a separate Medical Council for education and 
registration for the Irish Free State. With 
regard to this latter question, an attitude of 
insularity or intensive nationality would 
disastrous, and it was hoped that when this 
question came to be settled the present rela- 
tions of the country with the General Medical 
Council would be altered as little as possible. 
He was of opinion, however, that, with 
mutual convenience and advantage to both 
countries, there might be some devolution of 
functions, especially with respect to penal ad- 
ministration, and that a medical body might 
be established in this country for special pur- 
poses, somewhat on the lines of the Incor- 
porated Law Society of Ireland. 

IMPORTANCE OF RECOGNITION. 

Since the establishment of their own Go- 
vernment they had lost the little that they 
had gained after the strenuous efforts in the 
few years preceding its establishment. 
Latterly, when their claims were being dealt 
with by the Ministry of Loca] Government, 
there was a tendency to try to belittle the 
amount and importan-e of their work. It was 
necessary to remind the Government that the 
medical profession of Ireland was entitled to 
some recognition. Instead, however, they 
found recently, in the Free State, that ‘when a 
Local Government Bill was being passed 
through the Dail it was made the occasion to 
repeal the clauses of the Local Government 
Act of 1919, which provided for a compulsory 
pension for dispensary doctors. 

The Local Government Bill, for the most 
part, lacked any medical conception, as though 
it borrowed, without acknowledgment, some 
of its ideas from recommendations made hv 
the profession, the fact remained that they 
were never consulted with regard to its pre- 
paration. Even if the bill’s public health pro- 
visions had become law, it might happen 
that they would be departmentally nullified 
by the offer of salaries so inadequate that 
they could only ensure the inaction of the 
medical officials’ appointed to administer the 
Act. In all the circumstances it was not to 
be wondered at that the people of this country 
were physically a third-rate population, when 
they should be an easy first. This condition, 
iS was to be feared, would continue until they 
became as degenerate physically as the pigmy 
races of Central Africa, unless the Govern- 
ment appraised at their proper value the 
advice and services of the medical profession 
in Ireland. 

At the close of his address the President 
moved :— 

“That this meeting expresses the hope that 
no change will be made in the system of 
medical registration in the Irish Free State 
which would interfere with the right already 
possessed by medical men qualified in Ireland 
to practice in Great Britain and the Do- 
minions. 

Dr. H. N. Byrne seconded the resolution, 
and it was adopted. 

IMPORTANCE OF UNITY. 

A lengthy discussion took place on the 
necessity for having only one Medical Asso- 
ciation in Ireland. It was necessary that 
there should be a body which could speak 
for the majority of practitioners, and claim 
that any policy it formulated had the support 
of the whole profession. 

Dr. 1. Hennessey referred to the Irish 
Medical Committee. He said that it was not 
hostile to any organisation, and its constitu- 
tion did not require a subscription from the 
members. It was simply made up of the 

frish Nadia bodies, 
and every medical man in the country had 
a voice in its decisions. Such a Committee 
had no interfering effect on any organisation. 

The several Committees having been elected, 
the President : tated that he had some reason 
to understand that the method of appointing 
medical officers throughout the country was 
about to be changed. Personally, he was in 
favour of a national service, appointed by 
competitive examination. 

Dr. T. Hennessey said that the one thing 
to avoid was the ee of a selection 
committee to make these appointments. The 
medical officers should be appointed on a 
Civil Service basis, and the examination 
should be a thoroughly practical one. 

Dr. Rowlette said that until they had a 
national medical service, appointed by com- 
petitive examination, he did not think that 
matters were likely to be improved by taking 
the initial election out of the hands of the 
local bodies. 

Lhe meeting approved the following resolu- 
tion, which was moved by the President and 
seconded by Dr. McGuinness :— 

“hat this Association re-affirms its 
opinion that a National Medical Service 
should be established: for the Irish Free 
State, entrance being by competitive examina- 
tion, and as récomménded by the Irish 
Public Health Council.” 

A résolution was also passed protestin 
against the hardship imposed on haill 
practitioners, who used motor cars as instru- 
ments of their profession, by the present ex- 
cessive, taxation. 

the annual report of the Society was un- 
animously adopted. It stated that there was 
a credit bank balance of £569 3s. 8d. 
Pressure was being brought to bear on the 
Government to reduce the taxation ot motor 
cars. It was a great hardship that doctors, 
whose cars were used almost entirely in the 
interests of the public health, had to pay the 
same tax as those who ran cars for pleasure. 
It was a greater hardship on the doctor who 
kept two cars—one only in use at a time— 
that he should have to pay the full tax on 
each car. The whole matter was under con- 
sideration, and it was hoped that before long 
relief would be given in both these directions.

BRITISH AGENT TO BE

LONDON, Wednesday. 

A definite break between Britain and 
Mexico is stated to be almost inevitable. 

President Obregon and his advisers, so far 
from modifying their attitude towards Mr. 
Cummins, the British Agent, have replied to. 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald’s communication in a 
manner which, to put it mildly, is the reverse 
of pleasant, and have reiterated their demand 
for Mr. Cummins’ recall. 

It may be doubted whether the full impli- 
cation of this demand is recognised in Mexico 
aty. 

The British Government, strongly backed 
by opinion in the City, has been anxious to 
regularise its position towards Mexico, and 
there is very little doubt that the projected 
mission of Sir Thomas Hohiler wall be fol- 
lowed by recognition of the Obregon régime. 

This is now regarded as impossible. there is 
no question, of course, of any British action 
of a beilicose nature. 

Mr. Cummings will be withdrawn—no other 
ccurse consonant with dignity being left open 
—but the Hohler Mission will be abandoned, 
and Mexico, so. far as her relations with 
Great Britain are concerned, will be left “in 
the air.”

BLIGHT IN POTATOES. 


IMMEDIATE SPRAYING 
NECESSARY. 

The attention of farmers and other potato 
growers is called to the fact that potato blight 
has appeared in the western and southern por- 
tions of the Free State. Unless energetic pre- 
ventive measures are taken immediately, the 
disease may soon manifest itself in other parts 
of the country and cause immense damage and 
loss: <A failure of the potato crop this year, 
through neglect of spraying, would not only 
be a disaster, but would be particularly de- 
plorable in view of the fact that so far the 
season gives promise of a good potato harvest. 

Spraying should be done when the potato 
tops are from twelve to fifteen inches in 
height. They are usually fit for a first dress- 
ing from the middle to the end of June. A 
second dressing should be given about a fort- 
night or three weeks after the first. A dry 
day should be selected for the work, but light 
rain does not seriously interfere. with the suc- 
cess of the operation, though heavy showers 
may wash away the mixture before it has 
dried. 

Detailed information on the subject will be 
supplied free to any person applying to the 
Department of Agriculture, Upper Merrion 
street, Dublin. All farmers should. study 
Leaflet 14, ‘‘ Prevention of Potato Blight,” 
which can be had free of charge and post free 
upon application. 


MINERS’ WAGES. 


NATIONAL AGREEMENT 
SIGNED. 

The: Joint Conference held yesterday in 
connection with the mines dispute lasted for 
about three hours, and the Miners’ Executive 
held a separate meeting subsequently. Mr. 

ook, Secretary of the Miners’ Federation, 
made the following official statement :— 

The Mining Association and the workmen’s 
representatives met this afternoon and dis- 
cussed the final settlement. The few out- 
standing points of difference were cleared up, 
and the national agreement was shed by 
the representatives of the coal-owners and 
the Miners’ Federation. It will govern the 
wages and conditions of the workmen in all 
areas of the British coalfield until June 30, 
1925. With regard to some of the districts, 
including Kent, Somerset, Forest of Dean, 
and Bristol, where the owners have not paid 
the terms agreed upon, arrangements have 
been made with a view to the agreement 
being put into force in those areas. 

Mr. Evan Wiliams, the President of the 
Mining Association, declared definitely that 
the owners were “‘as anxious as we were 
that the agrement should be observed 
nationally, and that in signing the agreement 
they were determined that it should govern 
every district in the coalfield.” 


NATIONAL TEACHERS’ 
PENSIONS.

RULES APPLICABLE TO 


TRANSFERS. 


National Teachers’ Pension Rules for 1924, 
issued by the Free State Minister for Educa- 
tion, provide that where a teacher transférs. 
bis service, with or without a break, from a 
school in the jurisdiction of the Government 
of Northern Ireland to a school in the juris- 
diction of the Government of the Free State, 
the service of the teacher prior to his transfer 
shall be reckoned as service for the purpose 
of the National School Teachers (Ireland) Act, 
1879, provided that the Ministry of Finance 
of Northern Ireland pays to the Superinten- 
dent a sum equal to four times the amount 
of all pension premiums to the credit of the 
teacher, together with compound interest at 
the rate of 2) per cent. per annum on each 
premium. payment reckoned up to date, on. 
which the teacher came under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Government of the Free State. 

On the other hand, the new rules prescribe, 
that in ease of a teacher's transfer from the 
Free State to Northern Ireland the Superin- 
tendent shall pay from the Teachers’ Penrion: 
Fund to the Ministry of Northern Ireland a 
sum equal to four times the amount of all 
pension premiums to the credit of the teacher.

LABOUR SWEEP IN THE RAND. 


Commenting upon the results so far known 
of the South African elections, T'Ae Times, 
remarks :—It is clear that the fight has gone 
against General Smuts, and in a message to 
his supporters he has already admitted that.

Minister. himself seems to be the most dra- 
matic feature of the elections, but to those

hardly come as a surprise. | 

The Rand was the key position of 
the whole electoral situation. The Prime 
Minister's short way with the strikers saved 
Johannesburg from the worst consequences of 
revolution in 1922, but it also left. some bitter 
memories, and the disgraceful hooliganism 
that wrecked so many meetings of Govyern- 
ment candidates had a significance of its own. 
Labour has gained a sweeping victory on the 
Rand, and, if as appears probable at the 
moment, the Nationalists come into office, the 
strength of their strange allies in the House 
may prove a useful check on those extreme 
Republicans, who have a tendency to forget 
the promises of the pact. Indeed, as our Cape 
Town Correspondent points out, it is not un- 
likely that General Hertzog may be forced to 
face another election in order to free his party 
from the effibarrassment of its nledge not to 
raise the secession issue “during the life of the 
present Parliament.

THE THUNDERSTORM. 


DAMAGE IN CORK. 

Reports from various districts in. Cork 
yesterday showed that the thunderstorm 
which broke over the city on Tuesday night 
was very severe. All the low-lying districts 
were flooded, and the tramway service was 
temporarily disorganised. Durmg the storm 
lightning struck a tree in the’ garden of 
Mardyke House, which is oceupied by the 
Presentation Brothers. Several windows in 
the building were shattered and the tree: was 
split into pieces, Houses in the neighbour- 
hood were shaken, and much anxiety was 
caused amongst the residents. 

Among the effects of the storm were a 
temporary interruption of the telephone 
service, while the light boxes on tramway 
standards used as signals by conductors were 
put out of order.  Ín many houses in the 
city, particularly in the Gillabbey district, 
the electric lights were extinguished. 

Some sheep were killed by lightning in the 
Douglas area. 

HEAVY RAINFALL, 

The worst thunderstorm of the year raged 
in Glin for some hours. It was accompanied 
by a very heavy rainfall. Some of the road 
drains were unable to carry off the surface 
water, and the roads suffered damage. 

VIVID LIGHTNING, 

The storm visited the southern part of 
Tipperary at about 10.30 on Tuesday night, 
and lasted for some hours. - The? lightning 
was extremely vivid. 

ALARMED FIELD WORKERS. 

In the Kilconnell district of Ballinasloe 
many trees were destroyed. During the storm 
a number of men who were working in a 
field were thrown down, but none of them 
was injured. A man who was fishing in the 
vicinity was also flung to the ground.

MR. MACDONALD TO 
PRESIGENT GCOSGRAVE. 


‘* NO AVOIDABLE DELAY.” 
SUGGESTED MEETING WITH 
SIR JAMES CRAIG. 


She first, from the British Premier to 
President Cosgrave, is dated 27th May, 


and reads ;— 

Dran Mr. Presipent,—After reading your 
statement, in the Press this morning Í feel, 
what I think nearly everyone in both countries 
will feel, that the time has come when you 
and Sir James Craig should meet to consider 
together how matters could be carried for- 
ward upon the lines which you both have 
adumbrated. i 

May-1 take this opportunity of saying that, 
as in our view the Chairman of the Commis- 
sidn should be someone not connected with 
any of the three Governments concerned, we 
are sparing no pains te find a qualified person 
from one of the self-governing Dominions 
willing, not only to accept the appointment, 
but also to leave for this country at once. 
There shall, I. promise, be no avoidable de'ay. 

““I welcome every word of goodwill. Still 
more I welcome actions that will bear out 
good words.” This, I take it, wag intended 
as your reply to Sir James Craig s plea, ‘Let 
us Irishmen in Ireland settle the matter be- 
tween ourselves, even if it involves ithe sacri- 
fice of our political careers.”’ 

Words such as these from the hepds of the 
two Governments in Ireland encourfge me to 
believe that the time which must | intervene 
before the Chairman reaches these shores 
might be profitably employed by; them in 
rendering all but the formal side of his work 
unnecessary.

I need hardly repeat what I said in the in- 
terview to which you refer: that if our meet- 
ing is to be fruitful there should be agree- | 
ment in the first instance to have the Commis- 
sion constituted without delay.

ARTICLE TWELVE. 
OVERSEAS JUDGES ON THE 
TRIBUNAL. 


On 2nd June the British Premier 
addressed the following communication to 
President Cosgrave :— 

In the course of our conversation with Sir 
James Craig at Chequers on Saturday, the 
Slst’ May, I pointed out thet Hig Majesty's 
Government, being bound to exercise all their 
powers under Article 12 of the Treaty with 
2 view to constituting the Boundary Commis- 
sion, were taking steps under Section 4 of 
the Judicial Committee Act, 18535, to ascertain 
the exact extent of those powers. | In view of 
the constitutional importance of the questions 
to be referred to the Judicial Committee, it 
is proposed to include in the Tribunal eminent 
Judges from the Dominions. The Government 
of the Commonwealth cf Australia have, at 
the request of the Lord Chancellor, arranged 
for the Chief Justice of Australia to come to 
England for that purpose. We hope that a 
Canadian Judge will also be available. 

Every effort is being made by His Majesty s 
Government to secure within the next few 
weeks the services of a Chairman qualified to 
preside over the Boundary Commission. As 
the Chief Justice of Australia cannot reach 
London until July, some time must necessarily 
elapse. before further formal steps can be 
taken. I am sure that the interval could 
profitably we employed, with the assistance of 
the proposed Chairman, in examining the 
eneral aspects of the problem ad in seeing 
Sow far the desire for an agreed settlement 
expressed in your recent publig utterances 
can in practice be fulfilled. ao

** SITUATION FAST BECOMING 
CRITICAL.”

Ramsay Macdonald on 4th June, and 


reads :— 

1. I have given earnest consideration to 
your letter of yesterday, in which you express 
the opinion that the interval which will elanse 
before you receive a report from the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council might profit- 
ably be employed, with the assistance of the 
Chairman. of the Boundary Commission, in 
examining the general “go sn of the problem 
with a view to seeing how far an agreed 
settlement is possible. [I regret that I cannot 
accept this view íor the reasons which I 
gave you on Saturday—namely, that such a 
course would be bound to afford opportunities 
for suggestions from one quarter or other of a 
departure from. strict impartiality on his part, 
which wou!d be a source of serious embarrass- 
ment in the judicial task which he is to 
undertaké, 

2. The gravest apprehension is felt in Ire- 
land regarding the manner if which Clause 12 
of the Treaty has been canvassed. Since 
February last it would appear as if the terms 
of the clause—viz., the wishes of the in- 
habitants—were to be subordinated to whims 
of persons in positions of authority and power. 
Further examination and approaches towards 
possible. agreement in these circumstances 
would, of necessity, imply that the rights 
guaranteed by this Article are in jeopardy, 
and I have never had any authority to agree 
to any abrogation of the rights of the in- 
habitants as defined in the Article. 

3. You mentioned in the course of the dis- 
cussion on Saturday last that you were in a 
position to show me your signature appointing 
the Chairman. I must say that in the 
opinion of my Government—with which I 
concur—the appointment should be imme- 
diately announced. There is a large amount 
of preliminary work to be done which could 
be undertaken forthwith. It is evident that 
a census of the wishes of the inhabitants must 
be taken before the Commission can settles 
down to consider the problems which they 
will finally have to determine. This is purely 
a matter of machinery for the ascertaining of 
facts and statistics, so that they may be avail- 
able for the Commission to work upon. The 
collection of this information is. in the opinion 


undertaken at; once by the Chairman in con- 
junction with our representative, and we have 
addressed an official despatch to Mr. Thomas 
on these lines. 

4. I cannot conclude without urging upon 
vou most earnestly that the delay which has 
occurred in the setting up of the Commission 
is causing very grave anxiety and unrest in 
this country. I realise that vou desire to 
obtain the best legal advice possible as to the 
steps His Majesty's Government must take to 
implement Clause 12, and I understand that 
the refernce to a Judicial Committee, on 
which it is proposed to have the Chief Justice 
of Australia as a member, must entail delay, 
but it will be represented here publicly and 
otherwise, and will obtain some measure of 
credence, that the British Government must 
have known all along that Sir James Craig 
would decline to appoint his representative, 
and that the reference to the Judicial Com- 
mittee is a device to cause further delay, 
and if possible to shelve the whole matter, 

5. This is the type of criticism which is 
most prenounced here, and it is strengthened 
by .the daily references to _ confer- 
ences and _ solutions in which it is 
implied that the wishes of the in- 
habitants are to be ignored. The situation 
is fast becoming critical, and I shall find 1 
necessary in the near future to give a day for 
discussion in the Dail of the whole problem. 
I am verv much concerned at the prospect of 
such a discussion and its possible outcome, 
unless some definite -progress towards the 
operation of the Commission can be shown 
Mr. Thomas wrote me on the 10th April 
that all the necessary steps had been worked 
out in advance. The position now is that 
delay follows delay, and if we point to the 
assurances which we have received we will he 
countered by an inquiry as to what tangible 
evidence of progress we can show. The im 
mediate appointment of the (Chairman and. the 
starting of the work on the preliminaries 
would make matters much less difficult, and 
would be regarded by our people as practical 
evidence that Article 12 is being fully car- 
died out.

LARGE ECONOMIES NEED NOT

The chief business in the Senate yester- 
day was the second reading of the Rail- 
ways Bill. While none. of the Senators 
expressed warm approval of the Bill, none 
of them condemned it. 

Mr. John Bagwell described it as 
“ amalgamation by compulsion,’’ and con- 
fessed that he would like amalgamation 
brought about by other means. He 
warned the House that the bill would not 
effect large economies in the immediate 
future. a 

Mr. Guinness pointed out that the cost 
of labour oh the railways was one oí the 
chief - obstacles that must be overcome 
before there could be a cheap and efficient 
service. 

Several members expressed the view that 
the period during which the baronial 
guarantees would be paid should be ex- 
tended to twenty years.

THE SENATE, e 
BRUSSELS CONFERENCE. 
REPRESENTATIVES FROM 
FREE STATE. 

Lord Glenavy, the Chairman, ennounced 
that a communication had been received from 
the Minister for Ind try and Commerce, 
stating that an International Parliamentary 
Commercial Conference was to be held ate 
Brussels from the 23rd to the 26th of this 
month. ‘The Free State had accepted an in- 
vitation to be represented there, and the nc 2 
gestion was that the representation’ should 
consist of a delegation of five. That delega- 
tion might be composed of members of the 
Senate or of the Dail. 

The business, among other matters, would 
include Exchange and Customs Barriers, Pro- 
duction and Exchange of Foodstuffs, Inter- 
nationalisation of Company Law, Enforcing 
Judgments of Commercial Tribunals, Priority 
of Registration of Trade Marks. If any mem- 
ber of the Senate would like to be a member 
of the delegation, he should communicate with 
the Clerk of the Dail, but there was one note 
of warning, and that was that members of 
the delegation would have to pay their own 
expenses. (Laughter.) . 


THE MUSEUM. 

The Chairman, continuing, sáid that he had 
received a communication from “the Super- 
intendent of the Guard to the effect that the 
Museum authorities were anxious, if ible, 
to throw open certain portions of the Museum 
to visitors during the month of August, but 
that they found it difficult to do that unless 
they got possession of some portion of the 

remises that were occupied by the Senate. 
‘hey asked that two rooms upstairs, which 
the Senate used as Committee .rooms, might 
be made available. He thought that there 
would be no objection, and that the Senate 
would be pleased to give the Museum 
authorities the two rooms during the month 
of August. (Hear, hear.) 

The suggestion was approved. 

On the motion of Senator S. L. Brown, the 
final stages of the Sligo Lighting and Electric 
Power Bill were passed. 

Leave was given to introduce the Pilotage 
Orderg Confirmation Bill. 


ROAD FUND. 


There was a motion that the Road Fund 
‘Advanees) Bill be read a stcond time, ‘and 
the Chairman said that it was one that might 
be passed that day. 

Sir John Keane asked for some information 
as to the purport of the bill, and as to the 
policy of the Government with regard to the 
maintenance of the main roads. He thought 
that the upkeep of those roads should be 
horne by the Central Fund, and take from the 
shoulders of the agricultural ratepayers. 

President Cosgrave explained that the Road 
Fund was made up from the receipts from 
motor taxes. For a period of something like 
five vears from the Ist July, 1923, that fund 
would be supplemented by a fund, estimated 
at sixpenuce in the £, on the ratable valuation 
of each district in the country, to repair 
bridges and roads damaged during the dis- 
turbed period. 

The reason for the bill was that the Go- 
vernment policy. with regard to the roads for 
a period of eighteen months or two. years, 
dating from December last, was to spend 
something like two milliopg.#n the roads, and 
to reserve a quarter of a million oe to, he 
thought, the Ist of April, 1925. The Road 
Fund would not be in a position to 
discharge all liabilities in connection with 
that. scheme until the 3st March, 1925, and 
possibly not then, because the sixpence in the 
£ would not have materialised by that time. 
The bill, therefore, was to enable a sum of 
150,000 to be borrowed, .in order that the 
Government policy with regard to that service 
could be carried out by a certain date, with- 
out interruption. i 

A considerable sum would have to be ex- 
pended on gteam-rollers, etc., and it was to 
enable the fund to be financed so as to dis- 
charge these liabilities that (he bill was being 
promoted. 

Sir Thomas Esmonde said that, in his 
opinion, it was an extremely good measure, 
and that the Senate woula be well advised to 
see that it was put into operation as soon as 
“nape He thought that preference should 
»e given to the main roads. 

President Cosgrave added that he under- 
stood the Minister was advised by the oad 
Board, on which motorists were represented, 
who would attend to their interests. 

The second reading of the bill was agreed to. 

The Standing Orders were suspended, and 
the Companies (Reconstitution of Records) 
Bill was passed through all its stages. 


RAILWAYS BILL. 


REASONS FOR WELCOMING IT. 


The second stage of the Railways bill, 1924, 
was considered, ‘ 

Mr. H. 8. Guinness, snpporting a motion for 
the second reading, said that if the Govern- 
ment had been left to itself the bill would not 
have been introduced. Pressure was exerted 
by two important sections of the community, 
and, with the example of the amalgamations in 
England, the Government undertook to group 
or unify the railways of the Free State. 

He welcomed the bill, not altogether for 
the reasons which induced the Government 
to undertake the legislation, but from the 
broader aspect—from the view that there 
were very few countries in which the unification 
of railways could be carried out so easily as 
in Ireland. 

When President Cosgrave introduced the 
bill he said that the unification principle would 
reduce working expenses by the centralisation 
of management, the standardisation of rolling 
stock, and the placing of contracts on more 
favourable terms for coal, stores, etc. That 
was undoubtedly the case. On the other 
hand, those economies might be dis- 
appointing in early years, and might 
disappear when the claims for the betterment 
of railways, more particularly of the newly-ab- 
sorbed railways, came on. Those claims were 
always raised when the weak and feeder lines 
were taken over by larger and more highly- 
equipped companies that operated the main 
trunk lines. It was, however, in the reduc- 
tion of working expenses that the real relief 
would come; but so long as the higher 
standard of wages was maintained little im- 
provement could | be expected. 


THREE CLASSES. 
There were three sections concerned in the 
say igh proprietors, who provided the 
capital, and who were entitled to a return 
on their money; the workmen, who Were en- 
titled to reasonable remuneration; and the 
traders, who were entitled to facilities at a 
reasonable cost. The proprietors received 
£3 18s. per cent. on their invested capital in

The conclusion they would draw from those 
figures waa that the labour bill on Irish rail- 
ways had swollen to an unprecedented rate, 
and that the ah nay and users suffered 
most grievously. There would, therefore, be 
no .telief to the public im cost of transport 
until labour w agree to accept more rea- 
sonable remuneration for its services. 

With regard to the clause in the bill dealin 
with baronial guaranteed railways, he sai 
that these hines were built at the request of 
the logal residents, on whom they conferred 
substantial benefits, and it was not unreason- 
able that those who derived such advantages 
should ja some measure pay for the cost of the 
undertaking, Two hundred and sixty-six 
miles of railway had been constructed in these 
districts at £1,144,000 of guaranteed capital. 
As a contribution to the interest the baronies 
concerned guaranteed £28,102, which was 
equivalent to less than 24 per cent. of the 
capital involved. 

It was proposed under the bill that that 
contribution should continue for ten years. 
That was unreasonable, and he would appeal 
to the Minister to delete the ten years’ limit, 
and allow the statutory obligation to the 
baronies to remain as a permanent charge as 
the burden on the rates was infinitesimal, 
being less than 1s, in the £ on the valuation. 
If it was put to the baronies whether they 
wonld do without the railway or provide the 
moderate interest, there was not the shadow 
of doubt as to what the answer would be. 

Apart from that consideration, he welcomed 
the bill as good legislation, and the. Minister 
deserved congratulations on the result. 


THE PROBLEM EXPLAINED. 


Mr. John Bagwell said that there would be 
many answers given to the guestion—'' What 
ig the Irish railway problem ”?' The ordinary 
citizen would say that the fares were very 
much too high; the traders would say that 
the rates were very much too high, that 
they were a great burden on the trading in- 
terest of the country, and, consequently, all 
consumérs would : y it was a very serious 
problem Then the railway sharcholder 
would complain that his dividends were too 
low, and in some cases say that he got no 
dividend at all. The-railway trade unions 
would say that in some cases the wages paid 
were just enough, and that in other cases 
they were nearly good enough. 

is definition of the problem was that the 
percentage of expenditure to gross oe 
was now 82 per cent., and in 1913 it was 
Every problemi arose out of that. The Go- 
vernment definition of the problem, he had 
no doubt, would include all these various 
complaints that had been referred to, and 
possibly a good many more. 

The principle of the bill, he continued, was 
clearly amalgamation by compulsion. Per- 
sonall},; he was against compulsion in matters 
of that kind. The principle, in his opinion, 
should be consolidation by consent, and that 
should come about by the gradual process of 
the pressure of economic laws. He realised 
that that would take a long time, very much 
longer than the limit in the compulsory bill. 

The bill had occupied the attention of the 
Government, and the Government evidently 
thought that the problem would not wait. 
There were certain Jines which would be em- 
hracéd which were in an impoverished con- 
dition, and it was questionable whether they 
would be able to carry on and afford service. 
That was the reason for doing somethin 
quickly and not waiting for the gradua 
working out on economic lines, 

The bill was well arranged and well 
thought out, and he wished it every success. 


NO MONOPOLY. 

There was now no railway monopoly, be- 
cause on the roads they-had a most effective 
ocmpetition, which the trade of the countr 
would always have to rely on to restrain rail- 
ways, even if they have no tribunal from in- 
creasing rates. 

He was not so optimistic as the promoters 
that the bill would result in important 
economies, and he would suggest to the Sena- 
tors Chat they should not have the idea that 
because of amalgamation there would be great 
economies of all kinds. No doubt there 
would be economies in some directions, but 
ihe saving at the beginning would be very 
small. Under the head of railway works, his 
personal opinion was that there would be no 
great saving. 

With respect to baronial guarantee, he 
suggested that the Minister should consider 
whether the ten years’ limit might be ex- 
tended to twenty years. The difficulty would, 
of course, arise in twenty years, but it would 
put off the evil day for ten years. 


NEGATIVE UNANIMITY. 


The Earl of Kerry said that he had followed 
the discussions which had taken place in the 
Dail with very great interest, if with some 
misapprehension. It was true the bill was 
received with great unanimity, but it was a 
somewhat negative kind of unanimity, and no 
one had shown much enthusiasm for it except 
the Government. 

He should confess that he did not like the 
bill, but he would not vote against it. 

Mr. Bennett said that he regarded the bill 
as an honest attempt to meet the situation in 
the country. He thought that the railway 
tribunal might have been larger. 

Mr. M. O’Dea complained of high rates and 
the lack of standardisation. 

Mr. McLaughlin said that the success of 
the bill would depend largely on the consti- 
tution of the tribunal, and in the selection 
of that body it was to be hoped that the 
Government would be guided solely by the 
desire to secure the services of men most cap- 
able of administering that part of the bill. 
While welcoming it, he would like to urge 
the absolute necessity of increasing the scope 
of the bill, The people of Donegal had been 
very much: disappointed by not being in- 
cluded. There were two railways of three 
feet gauge, one of which had 98 per cent. of 
its mileage in the Free State and the other 
99 per cent., the remainder being in the 
Northern area. It was hardly fair that these 
Donegal lines should not participate in the 
blessings of this amalgamated scheme. 

Mr. O'Farrell said that he was not sur- 
prised that Senator Guinness, as a railway 
director, and Senator Bagwell, as a railway 
manager, should welcome the bill. The bill 
was a railway shareholders’ bill, drafted in 
ronsultation with representatives of the rail- 
way compahies and without consultation with 
any of the bodies in the country who would 
be affected by the proposed amalgamation. 
Clauses 55 and 54 guaranteed in perpetuity to 
the railway companies their average revenue 
for the years 1911, 1912, arf 1913, which, as 
everybody knew, were the very best years in 
the history of the railways: One result: of 
that scheme would be, if the bill did not 
prove a success, that the new amalgamated 
company would find itself face to face with 
nationalisation, and then a far higher price 
would have to be paid to the shareholders by 
the community than would otherwise be the 
case. | 
It was strange that the State should accept 
responsibility for supporting the companies 
against the interests of the traders and the 
public Bui There was not a provision 
in the bill to enable the Railway Tribunal to 
effect any real contro]. Section 58 gave the 
Minister power to make certain orders calling 
upon the railway companies to give the public 
certain facilities; but if the companies came 
forward and showed that to earry out those 
orders would in any way affect the financial 
equilibrium of the company, those orders 
would not be enforced. Consequently that 
provision was mere eye-wash. 


WAGES, 


The railway companies, contrary to all other 
companies in the country, were guaranteed 
+ ce net revenue. Senator Guinness 

plaintive cry about high wages. and he 
contrasted the shilling and three halfpence 
per hour which railway employés were now 
paid with the fourpence per hour which they

“ PROFITEERING.”’ 


Mr. Barrington said that, as one who had 
devoted practically all his life to the exten- 
sion of railways in Iveland, he believed that 
the wages bill could be reduced by 30 per cent. 
without affecting the rate*of wages to work- 
men. The time to ask for a reduction in 
wages of the workmen was when the cost of 
living came down. He urged the Government 
to take the question of dealing with “ pro- 
fiteers.”’ into consideration, 

In the West of Ireland, where two trains 
ran in the day, because they did not run 
within the eight hours two sets of men had 
to be employed, and, no doubt, the engine 
drivers and others spent a great portion of 
their eight hour day in their gardens. He did 
not think it would be asking anything un- 
reasonable to get rid of that redundancy, and 
the result would be a saving of 20 per cent. in 
the expenses without reducing wages. 

With regard to baronial railways, he urged 
the Government to find out whether the 
baronies would not be injuriously affected by 
the clause Sub-Section 6 of Section 63. 

Sir John Keane said that Mr. O'Farrell had 
referred to the generosity of the Government 
in taking what was known as the pre-war re- 
venue as the ztandard revenue on which future 
dividends were to be fixed, but he suggested 
that the capital sunk in past years was by no | 
means adequately represented by taking the 
standard revenue as the basis of dividends, 
and there existed a large amount of capital 
which, under the present arrangement, would 
never receive a penny dividend. Where was 
the capital for development to come from? 
That was one of the great difficulties. 

Mr. Farren said that the bill was a good 
one, and that it would be easier to accom- 
plish complete nationalisation of the railways 
when the bill had been passed into law. 


CONDITIONAL BAPTISM, 


President Cosgrave said that, on the whole, 
he was prepared to take it that the measure 
had received what he might call a conditional 
baptism. Mr. O'Farrell made a mistake when 
he said that they took the very best three 
years for an average. The three best years 
were not taken. he bill was a just bill to 
tailway shareholders, who were getting more 
than they got in any pre-war period—not very 
much—but on that basis they were getting a 
fair and square deal, and they were entitled 
to it. 

The men who in time.of need came forward 
and put a lot of money into a great machine, 
such as they had in the Irish railways, were 
entitled to due consideration to their pro- 
perty.

8. The Imperial Conference sat during 
October and November, and the Duke of 
Devonshire, who was to preside, found it im- 
possible to afford time for the Conference 
during its sittings. 

9. i tentative arrangement that the Con- 
ference. should be held on 15th November 
was prevented by the political crisis in Great 
Britain with its resulting Genera! Election. 

10. Immediately upon the foundation of the 
new British Government, the matter was re- 
opened, and the Conference took place on the 
1st February. 


SIR J. CRAIG’S ILLNESS, 


11. The Conference adjourned to enable 
certain proposals to be examined. Our exami- 
nation was over on 16th February, when we 
asked for an immediate re-assembly. 

12. Sir James Craig was ill at this stage, 
and this occasioned further delay... The Con- 
ference re-assembled on the 24th April. It 
failed. to come to. an agrebment. On the 
26th April we asked the British Government 
to take immediate steps to complete the con- 
stitution of the Boundary Commission, 

18. The British Government immediately 
asked the Northern Government to appoint 
their representative. Northern Govern- 
ment refused, and the British Government 
requested the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council to advise them as to the steps which 
they must take, in the circumstances, to carry 
out their part of the bargain. . 
14. We protested against the delay occa- 
sioned by this request, and urged the imme- 
diate appointment of the Chairman, so that 
work might be begun at once on the important

REASON FOR CONFERENCES, 


The Government has been criticised for en- 
tering conferences in relation to the matters 
si out of Article 12. Their reason for 
accepting the invitations is clearly stated in 
our despatch of the Bth-of October, in which 
we that “it would, indeed, be a source 
of gratification if a discussion could o up 
a prospect of remedying the unsatisfactory 
position of Northern Ireland in relation to 
the rest of the country in a manner com- 
patible with our trust to our people, and fair 
and reasonable to the parties concerned. 

Ne have never regarded a divided Ireland 
with the Boundary Commission as an ideal 
solution. We desire the unity of Ireland, and 
we wished to leave no stone unturned to 
assist in securing that end. 

The Conferences did not arrive at agree- 
ment, but that they failed cannot be ascribed 
to any lack of endeavour and goodwill on our 
part. 

The Government has been urged to engage 
in no further conferences. . We do not expect 
any further conferences, nor do we see any 
likelihood that results would accrue from 
them. So far as we are concerned, our posi- 
tion is that the preliminary work of the Con- 
ference shall begin immediately and without 
waiting for.the farther steps, if any, which 
the British Government may be advised to 
take to fulfil their-end of the contract. 

At the same time, as we have already 
stated, we are willing at all times to con- 
sider, even during the sitting of the, Com- 
| Mission, any representations which would 
offer hope of a genuine settlement on the 
basis of the reunion of Ireland. 

With regard to the fixing of a time limit, 
no time limit has been fixed by the Treaty, 
and consequently we must appiy the general 
principle of allowing a reasonable time for the 
carrying out of the contract, 1 can give my 
assurance that the Government will not_agree 
to any unnecessary delay.

respect to the question about the 
ES Tribunal and what the outside mem- 
bers of it would do, he would like to say 
that that would be as much members of it 
as the permanent members in cases where 
their interests were concerned.

It was anticipated that there would be some 
revival of the enterprise under this bill. If

With. regard to the generai lines of the bill, 
as Senator Bagwell stated, they had been 
two years considering the matter. There 
was an alternative proposal submitted—group- 
ing against unification—but it did not com- 
mend itself to them. Grouping might ulti- 
mately lead to unification. * In England they 
found it possible to run a big concern with a 
capital of five hundred millions, and was it not 
possible to run as efficiently a concern in this 
country, with a capital of twenty-seven 
millions. 

If they had faith and hope in the future the 
bill ought to be a success. As far as the 
treatment of shareholders was concerned, they 
were not considered in a generous spirit, but 
in a just spirit, and the Government con- 
sidered that they were entitled to their divi- 
dends. ; 

Mr. Love said that he supported Senator 
Lenehan’s request: for an whdertaking in 
connection with the baronial guaranteed lines 
in the Co, Cork.

Dean Mr. PRIME MINIsTER,— 

1. A debate upon the Boundary question, 
which began on Friday, is being resumed on 
Wednesday next, and I shall take the oppor- 
tunity on that day to lay before the Dail the 
text of the later correspondence between us on 
this subject. 

2. There are a few points arising out of 
your letter of the 6th instant which, perhaps, 
call for some observations from me. The most 
important, in your view, that there is scarcely 
any difference in principle between our pro- 


wri that the Chairman and Dr. Eoin Mac- 
veill should proceed with the preliminary 
work of ascertaining the wishes of the inhabi- 
tants, and your suggestion that the Chairman, 
with Dr. MacNeill and a representative from 
Sir James Craig, should join in preliminary 
studies with a view to an agreed settlement 
being arrived at. 

3. The major difference is that our proposal 
involves merely a question of setting up the 
necessary machinery for ascertaining facts and 
raises no point of policy. The other proposal 
postulates explorations for agreement which 
the principles have already failed, after re- 
peated conferences, to reach. If agreement 
can be reached it must be reached, not upon 
the basis of my views or of Sir James Craig’s 
views, but upon the basis laid down in Article 
12 of respect for the wishes of the inhabitants 
of the area affected and for the economic and 
geographic conditions. 

&. The possibility of agreement depends, 
therefore, upon considerations which have to 
be ascertained, and our proposal is that the 
work of ascertaining these considerations 
should be embarked upon at once. This work 
Dr. MacNeill is ready to co-operate in at a 
moment's noticee.

MR. MILROY’S REPLY. 


Mr, Milroy said that he did not. approach 
this matter from a party point of view. He 
deprecated the suggestion that he introduced 
it as an electioneering dodge. : 

President Cosgrave—I did not make such a 
statement. 

Mr. Milroy, continuing, said: that the 
President's statement was only a faint echo 
of what was said outside. They should face 
England and assert the rights that they 
obtained under the Treaty. Deputy Johnson's 
amenument was one which he could not accept, 
because it obscured the meaning of the vital 
matter which he had raised. 

With regard to the agreement between the 
Provisional Government and the British 
Government in connection with the Council 
of Ireland, he asked on what date the agree- 
ment was arrived at and the precise nature 
of the agreement. “Where was the authentic 
document embodied’ in that agreement. As 
an ordinary layman he considered that agree- 
ments between Governments should have 
legislative expression. They were told that 
the only legislative measure was the Irish 
Free State (Consequential Provisions) Act. 
The President seemed to indicate that 
publicity of that Act was equivalent to Jaw in 
this country, Whether that Act was-binding 
on the British or not did not concern them. 
What did concern them was whether it ‘was 
binding on them. If it was, it should be 
embodied in an enactment of the Dail. 

He presumed thgt they would have to take 
the pronouncement of their own law officer as 
the definite and authentic judgment on the 
subject, and if that were so a British Minister 
in another place misled the House. 


DIVISION NOT WANTED. 


President Gosgrave intervened, and asked 
the deputy to examine his subject and sce 
what was the point in dispute. If there was 
any variation in the case the ex-Attorney- 
General made let the deputy point out where 
it was. 

Mr. Milroy said that he was discussing the 
variation of the Treaty, The important. matter 
was that with regard to the agreement one 
statement was made in the Dail and an entirely 
different one in the British House. He had 
no desire to create an embarrassing situation 
for the Executive Council, or to add one iota 
to their already heavy burden. He did nat 
propose to press his motion to a division, but 
e wanted to make it perfectly clear what 
would be the inevitable consequence of the 
non-observance by Great Britain of the part of 
the Treaty under discussion. 

At the present moment the position of the 
Nationalists and Catholics in the six counties 
was one of helpless impotence. Driven out of 
every sphere of political and administrative 
life, they looked to the assembly he addressed 
to see that they were not abandoned. Their 
opponents in the North-East argued that the 
Treaty did not over-ride the Act of 1920 The 
latter was simply a creature of the British 
Parliament, which could unmake it, but the 
Treaty was a solemn international contract 
entered into by equals. The proposals of 
1920 were never intended as a SE & I of the 
problem that existed, but rather as an ex- 
pedient to thwart the aspirations of the 
people. The Treaty guaranteed those people 
certain, rights. The attitude of the British 
Government all during the period when the 
matter of the clause in the Treaty was under 
discussion gave even the most patient the im- 
pression that they desired either to cancel 
those guarantees or to allow them to become 
a dead letter. 

The debate was adjourned till Friday. 


THE DAIL 
COMPENSATION SECURITIES, 


The Speaker took the chair at ten minutes 
past three. | 

The Minister for Finance introduced a bill 
entitled the Damage to Property (Compensa- 
tion) (Amendment) Bill, and said that it was 
to give power to the Minister for Finance to 
issue securities in payment of compensation in 
“ report ” cases. In decree or award cases, 
under the principal Act, securities could be 
issued to a certain amount in payment of 
the awards. By an omission, no such pro- 
vision had been made with regard to report 
cases, and it was plainly unfair that those 
cases, where the payment was more or less 
ex gratia, should have the right to be paid 
entirely in cash when the others had to ac- 
cept securities. 


TAILTEANN GAMES ACCOUNTS. 


The first interim report of the Committee 
on Public Accounts was before the Dail. In 
the report reference was made to a statement 
attributed to the Chairman of the Finance 
Committee of the Tailteann Games organisa- 
tion that ‘‘ the accounts of the Council were 
duly audited by the Comptroller and Account- 
ant-General,’’ and the subsequent admission 
of the Chairman of the Finance Committee 
that the statement was not correct. The 
Public Accounts Committee, having regard to 
these facts; commented on a statement made 
by Mr. J. J: Walsh, in. the Dail recently 
that “ our accounts have been duly audited 
by the Comptroller and Auditor-General, and 
that point should be understood,' The Com- 
mittee pointed out that the ‘official named 
had neither audited the accounts in question 
nor certified them in any way. 

Mr. Walsh, speaking on the report, said 
that the grant of £6,500, which was the only | 
grant yet received by the Tailteann Games 
Council, had been audited, as to part, in De- 
cember, 1922, and the further expenditure up 
to May, 1925, had been audited, and a further 
audit was held last month. Copies of the first 
two audits were duly transmitted to the 
Comptroller and Auditor-General. It ap- 
peared now that that gentleman was not en- 
titled to audit a grant-in-aid. He had come 
to the conclusion that these accounts were 
duly audited, 

Mr. Johnson said that it should be under- 
stood that the audit spoken of by Mr. Walsh 
was an audit by the Association’s auditors, 
and no attempt at an audit had been made 
by the Attorney-General. It was not sug- 
gested by the Committee that he should audit 
those accounts. 


BILLS ADVANCED. 
The Dublin Police Bill was passed through 


the final stage. 

The House took up the consideration of the 
Unemployment Insurance Bill in Committee. 

Mr. Johnson put forward an amendment to 
cover cases of men who had served in the 
Army, and the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce replying that the amendment 
would not be as advantageous to the great 
majority of the men as the provisions in the 
bill, it was negatived. 

Other amendments having been disposed of, 
the Committee stage was concluded. 

On the resumption of the Committee stage 
of the Finance Bill, 

Mr. Davin moved an amendment to change 
the incidence of the entertainments tax, re- 
ducing the amount of tax payable on the 
lower charges for admission to entertainment. 

Mr. Blythe said that he did not believe that 
the higher amount of the tax at present 
deterred many people from going to entertain- 
ments, and if he knew anything of the 
picture-house owners from various interviews 
with them there would not be any rush to 
give the benefit to the public.

A BANK’S RECORD.

It was not difficult to 
account for the rapid increase in the second 
million during the war period, when wages 
were high, but it was not ‘so easy to account 
for the attainment of the third million in the 
last four years, when unemployment figures 
in Ulster were as high as 100,000, and to-dey 
exceeded 40.000, e joined in congratulating 
all who were associated with the bank. 

Mr. Charles Eason, M.A., J.P., Chairman 
of the Dublin Savings Bank, said that he 
could assure the managers and trustees of the 
Belfast Savings Bank that they in Dublin 


had watched with great interest the progress’ 


of the bank, and congratulated all heartily 
upon their great success. They felt naturally 
that it was another proof of the energy, 
efficiency, honesty, and hard working 
character of the people of the North of Ire- 
land, and they were sure that under such 
conditions the future of the bank would be as 
prosperous as it had been in the past. He 
suggested to the Northern Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, as, no doubt, he 
had some influence in the matter, 
that the limit of thrift which was 
imposed upon old age pensions should he 
extended, as he considered that the present 
limitation was a deterrent to thrift.

INTER-DEBATE, 

“ That Nationalism, rather than Interna 
tionalism, is the Hope of the Future, was 
the subject of an inter-debate last evening 
the Examination Hall of Trinity College, Dub 
lin, between members of the College Historica’ 
Society and representatives of the Uion Socie 
ties of Cambridge and Edinburgh, and the 
Edinburgh Speculative Society. 

Lord Glenavy, Vice-Chancellor of the Un: 
versity and Vice-President of the College His 
torical Society, cccupied the chair. — Beíoie 
calling upon the Auditor (Mr. P. Bourke) o/ 
the College Historical Society to open the de- 
bate, in the affirmative, he extended, on be. 
half of the College Historical Society, a very 
hearty welcome to their guests, and a very 
warm and fraternal greeting in recognition of 
the courteous hospitality that each of the 
Unions had recently extended to the College 
Historical Society. 

Mr. Bourke associated himself with the 
Chairman's welcome to the visitors, saying 
that the bends that bound these societies to 
the College Historical Society were Jong and 
nonourable, and he hoped that they would 
continue to be so in the future. Dealing 
with the subject of the debate, he said tha’ 
internationalism was not a new thing, but 
an old thing. and the reason wh 
the Holy Roman Empire fell seemed 
to be a good argument against it. 
The differences between the people were 
stronger than the ties that und them. 
Nationality consisted in culture, and tradition 
and looking out on life with a certain unit) 
Plato said that the highest quality in 
people was to have a unity of interest. What 
was internationalism in the present day’ There 
was the League of ivations, a pale ghost oí a 
covenant—the finest piece cf fiction that he 
knew of. Internationalism was the attunince 
of the universal air to the lowest commo 
note, and was likely to be degrading and de- 
basing, rather than ennobling. 

Mr. J. L, Gray, of the Edinburgh Univer- 
sity Union, who followed in the negative, fire! 
referred to the affinities between Dublin and 
Edinburgh, both of which, in the eighteenth 
century, were centres of literary end social life 
Only one, however, had retained that centre. 
and enhanced its literary reputation, and that 
was Dublin. Perhaps, he suggested, before 
oe in the negative, that was because in 
Dublin there was a national movement. There 
was little hope of any such movement in 
Scotland. The relationship between war and 
nationalism, he said, was very close. and the 
one could hardly exist without the other. |: 
seemed to him that it was almost a se! 
evident proposition that internationalism was 
the hope of the future. Nationality mu: 
always remain an important social, spiritual!

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DIGGING FOR COAL, 
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TIPPERARY COMPENSATION 
CASE, 

In the Supreme Court, before the Chief 
Justice, Mr. Justice O'Connor and Mr. Justice 
FitwGibbon, an appeal was heard in the 
Workmen’s Compensation case of ‘‘ Preston, 
applicant ; Delaney, respondent,’’ which was 
brought from an order made by the Acting 
County Court Judge of Tipperary awarding 
the ‘applicant Patrick Preston, smal] farmer, 
of Newpark, The Commons, Thurles, £1 per 
week, with the usual 25 per cent., under the 
Workmen’s Compensation (Amendment) Act, 
as compensation for injuries sustained in the 
course of employment on the lands of the 
respondent, Denis Delaney, also a small 
farmer, of Black Commons, Thurles, while 
engaged in raising coal, or ‘‘culm,’’ on the 
14th of September, 1 

It was admitted that the applicant had 
sustained serious injuries to one of his legs 
through a “landslide’’ when he was working 
in the coal mine or pit; and the. Acting 
County Court Judge found as a fact that the 
accident occurred out of, and in the course of, 
his employment under a. contract of service 
with the respondent, and that he was totally 
incapacitated. The compensation amounted to 
54s. a week, 

Mr. Swayne, K.C., and Mr. Connolly (in- 
structed by Mr. .F.. J. O'Connor) appeared 
for the appellant and respondent; and Mr. 
W. J. Shannon (instructed by Messrs. 
Laurence J, Ryan) for the applicant. 

In support of the appeal it was stated that 
this was really not a workmen's compensa- 
tion case at all; that there was no contract of 
service; that there was a partnership arrange- 
ment between the applicant and a man named 
Pollard, and that the applicant was a sort of 
hawker of the coal or ‘‘culm,”’ the respondent 
paying him-6s. or 7s. a week for raising coal 
or ‘‘culm,”’ used for his own purposes. 

The Court dismissed the appeal, with 
costs, being of opinion that the acting 
County Court “win had evidence of fact 
before him to justify him in arriving at his 
finding. Ee ‘ 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon, while concurring 
with the other members of the Court, in- 
timated that he might not have arrived at the 


same finding on the evidence before the 
County Court Judge. '

AMERICAN BISHOP'S WILL. 


Before Mr. Justice Johnston, the probate 
suit of O'Connor v. O'Reilly and another was 
heard. The plaintiff, Louis O’Connor, of 22 
Hollybrook road, Clontarf, claimed to be 
executor of the last will, dated 15th Decem- 
ber, 1925, of Peter J. O'Reilly, late of 21 
Hollybrook road, Clontarf, Dublin, retired 
Roman Catholic Bishop of Peoria, Illinois, 
United States of America, deceased, who died 
on the 16th December, 1923; and to have the 
will | established. The defendants, Nellie 
O'Reilly and Margaret Mary O'Reilly, of 109 
Glenack avenue, Peoria, Illinois, spinsters, 
had entered caveats against the will on the 
usual statutory grounds, and on the claim 
that the deceased made. his true last will on 
the 12th July, 1923, and therein named the 
defendants to be his residuary legatees. 

Mr. W. A. Redmond, with whom was Mr. 
Serjeant Hanna, K.C. (instructed by Messrs. 
Roger Greene and Sons), appeared for the 
plaintiff, and said that Aare Mary 
O'Reilly had entered an appearance and dd. 
fence, but the defendant, “Nellie O'Reilly, 
had done neither, and, therefore, the action 
resolved itself into one between the plaintiff 
and Margaret Mary O'Reilly. 

Mr. E. Vaughan Wilson (instructed by 
Messrs. Fottrell and Sons), who appeared for 
the defendants; said that there would be no 
contest in the case. Margaret Mary O’Reilly 
put in a defence that the will was not pro- 
perly executed. The two other pleas would 
not be contested. 

Mr. Thomas J. Green, solicitor, gave evi- 
dence of having made the will of the deceased 
bishop on the 15th December last in the 
Nursing. Home in Eccles street. He said that 
the bishop told him that he had already made 
a will and wanted to change it. He told him 
that) he had two bonds amounting to about 
$9,000, £1,000 on deposit receipt in the Pro- 
vincial Bank of Ireland, and about £400 on 
current account: He said that he had given 
his house in Hollybrook road to his sister, 
Nellie, by deed. He wanted to give £300 
to his brother, Eugene, and to leave £200 for 
Masses for the repose of his soul. He said 
that his brother, Terence, was very well off, 
and he would leave him £25. Father 
Dempsey, parish pnest of Olontarf, and 
Father Meehan, the curate, hac been very 
good and kind to him, and he ‘vould leave 
them £20 each for themselves. He would 
leave £25 to his housekeeper, Kate Milligan, 
and everything else to his sister. Nellie. He 
said that he wished Mr. Louis O’Connor, of 
Hollybrook road, to be his executor. 

Mr. Justice Johnston found in favour of 
the will, and declared the plaintiff entitled to 
his costs as executor, and the defendant, 
Margaret Mary O'Reilly, entitled to her costs,

A WICKLOW CUSTOM, 

In the Dail Eireann Courts (Winding-Up) 
Commission yesterday, the case 6f Conway 
and others ac unst Keely was listed, on an 
appeal by the defendant against registration 
of a decree. The plaintifis were Mark Con- 
way, Richard Wall, John Wall and Thomas 
Gregory, juuior, of Wicklow, mariners, and 
the defendant was James Keely, of The Hut, 
Rocky road, Wicklow, building contractor, 
against whom a decree for £25 was obtained, 
and in default the defendant was to go to 
prison for six weeks. The action had reference 
to the sale cf the wreck of the Gipsy in Wick- 
low Harbour by the plaintiffs to the defendant. 

Mr. Hector Hughes (instructed by Messrs. 
Goff and Callery), for the defendant, said that 
in August, 1921, there was a wreck in Wick- 
low Harbour, and his client ascertained that 
the plaintiff, Conway was the owner of it. 
Keely offered to buy it for £25, and a few 
hours later discovered that it was the custom 
in Wicklow that wrecks should not be sold, 
but left there and divided up for firewood 
amongst the poor people. fter the gear 
had been taken off Keely, on learning of this 
custom, withdrew his offer, which was never 
accepted, and no contract had been entered 
into. Conway then brought an action for 
damages against Keely, who appeared at the 
East Wicklow District Court, and a decree 
for £7 was awarded. Conway appealed 
against that decree, and the case was heard 
before Mr. Justice Meredith. The defendant 
had no notice of the appeal, and the decree 
was increased to £25. The defendant got no 
notice of the decree being granted, and Con- 
way applied for an order committing the de- 
fendant to prison in default of the payment 
of the amount of the decree. i
